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exceeds 40 (Forty ) years may ordinarily be admitted into pensionable service under the Government. 
(b) The age limit of 40 (Forty) years shall be extended by five years in the case of Scheduled Castes/ 

Scheduled Tribes and Backward Classes for appointment to Gazetted aswell as non --Gazetted services 

or posts. 
Note 1. - The restriction as to age will not apply in the case of recruitment of ex - soldiers , military pensioners and 

reservists to class IV posts . 
Note 2. - The age limit prescribed for appointment to any service or post shall be relaxed in favour of ex - serviceman 

who has rendered military service to the extent of his military service added by three years provided he had 
rendered continuous military service for a period of not less than six months before his release and he had 
been released otherwise than by way of dismissal or discharge on accountof misconduct or inefficiency. 
The limit in rule 3.6 in the following cases shall be ;

3.7 (a) Forty years in the case of a person appointed to be a subordinate Judge; provided that Barristers, 

Vakils and Pleaders who are actually practising in the High Court or Courts subordinate thereto , will 

be allowed to substract from their age one year for each year of practice upto maximum of 3 years : 
Note :- The maximum age limit in this clause may, in special circumstances, be relaxed by the Hon ble Judges at the 

time of appointment by not more than one year. 

(b ) fifty years in the case of Senior Town Planner; 
(c ) forty-five years in the case of Regional Town Planner; 

(d ) forty years in the case of Divisional Town Planner; 
Note : - The question ofrelaxing the age limit for entry into Government service laid down in rules 3.6 and 3.7 shall 

be considered at the time of first appointment to a post whether such appointment is of an officiating , 
temporary or permanentnature ."
